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PREFACE 

The  first  part  of  this  manual  was  devoted  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  cataloging  of  the  fundamental  act  of  Congress,  i.  e., 
the  constitution,  and  of  the  publications  issued  consequent  upon 
the  effectuation  of  the  law-making  power  vested  in  the  people 
by  the  provisions  of  the  constitution.  In  the  part  now  submitted, 
the  cataloging  of  the  publications  of  the  legislative  body,  organ- 
ized to  regulate  the  provisions  of  the  constitution,  is  con- 
sidered. The  part  to  follow  will  be  devoted  to  the  publications 
of  the  various  bodies  organized  to  execute  the  regulations  of  the 
legislative  body,  i.  e.,  the  so-called  Executive  Department. 

The  lack  of  understanding  on  the  part  of  catalogers  that  the 
documents  are  but  "an  expression  of  government",  is  the  whole 
secret  of  the  difficulty  which  they  profess  to  experience  in  hand- 
ling this  material.  It  was  hoped  that,  by  actually  preserving  the 
distinction  of  the  exercise  of  government  in  separately  issued 
corresponding  parts  of  this  manual,  the  significance  of  documents 
would  be  emphasized,  and  the  cataloger,  perhaps,  helped  to  a 
clearer  understanding  of  them.

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INTRODUCTION 


THE   LEGISLATIVE    BODY 

The  national  legislature  of  the  United  States  is  today  called 
simply  Congress.  "The  substitution  of  'Congress'  for  the  'Leg- 
islature of  the  United  States'  requires  no  explanation.  It  is  a 
mere  change  of  phraseology".  In  United  States  history  there 
have  been  three  differently  constituted  bodies  named  Congress, 
viz:  The  Continental  Congress,  the  Congress  of  the  Confed- 
eration, and  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

a.  The    Continental    Congress,    representing   the    thirteen 
colonies.    What  is  known  as  the  first  Continental  Congress,  with 
delegates  from  all  the  colonies  but  Georgia,  met  in  Philadelphia, 
Sept.  5,  1774  and  lasted  until  Oct.  26,  1774;  the  second,  in  which 
all  the  colonies  were  represented,  met  in  Philadelphia,  May  10, 
1775  and  adjourned  Dec.  12,  1776;  the  third  met  in  Baltimore 
December  20,  1776  and  lasted  until  the  Articles  of  Confederation 
went  into  effect  March  I,  1781. 

b.  The   Congress  of  the   Confederation,   representing  the 
states  under  the  Articles  of  Confederation,   March   I,   1781   to 
March  4,  1789. 

c.  The  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  represents 
both  the  states  and  the  people  under  the  Constitution,  and  which 
met  for  the  first  time  March  4,  1789. 

In  the  commonwealths  and  cities  the  name  of  the  supreme 
legislative  body  varies,  being  known  as  Legislature,  General 
Assembly,  General  Court,  etc.  in  the  states,  and  in  the  municipal 
governments,  we  find  the  law-making  body  called  Council,  City 
Council,  Board  of  Trustees,  Selectmen,  etc.  These  various  appel- 
lations will  be  found  indicated  below  under  the  head  of  each  of 
the  grades  of  administration.

American  Archives 

Before  referring  to  publications  distinctly  those  of  regularly 
constituted  legislative  bodies  of  the  United  States,  it  is  fitting 
that  allusion  should  be  made  to  the  first  attempt  to  put  into 
permanent  form  the  public  papers  of  the  American  colonies. 
Designed  by  its  projector,  Peter  Force,  to  consist  of  published 
transcripts  "of  a  collection  of  authentick  records,  state  papers, 
debates  and  letters  and  other  notices  of  publick  affairs,  the  whole 
forming  a  documentary  history  of  the  origin  and  progress  of  the 
North  American  colonies ;  and  of  the  causes  and  accomplish- 
ment of  the  American  revolution;  and  of  the  constitution  of 
government  of  the  United  States,  to  the  final  ratification  thereof", 
the  publication  remains  today,  even  in  its  incomplete  state,  a 
monument  to  a  man  "whose  life  was  worth  more  to  American 
letters  and  to  human  history  than  the  lives  of  a  score  of  the 
military  generals  and  other  notables  whose  names  are  so  gener- 
ally blazoned  abroad".2  The  work  of  publishing  the  American 
Archives  was  begun  under  a  contract  with  the  Secretary  of  State, 
by  authority  of  act  of  Congress  of  March  3,  1833,  and  was 
interrupted  in  1853  when  Secretary  of  State  Marcy  witheld  his 
approval  of  the  contents  of  the  volumes  submitted  to  him  for 
continuation.  In  1879  the  Senate  resumed  the  consideration  of 
continuing  the  publication  of  the  series,  and  the  Joint  Committee 
on  the  Library  was  instructed  to  require  of  the  Librarian  of 
Congress  a  report  upon  the  extent  of  the  remaining  unpublished 
manuscripts,  and  upon  the  estimated  cost  of  publishing  them. 
3  Up  to  the  present  time  this  action  has  had  no  tangible  official 
result.  Akin  to  this  work,  however,  is  the  private  undertaking 
by  B.  F.  Stevens  of  the  publication  of  transcripts  of  American 
papers  deposited  in  European  archives.

THE   CONTINENTAL   CONGRESS 

The  formative  period  preceding  the  constitutional  congress 
of  the  United  States,  from  1774  to  1789,  was  governed  by  the 
continental  congress,  which,  in  its  later  years,  from  1781  to  1789, 
was  known  as  the  congress  of  the  confederation. 

Publications.  That  part  of  the  proceedings  of  the  continental 
congress  which  has  been  published  is  to  be  found  in  the  Journals 
of  the  Continental  Congress. 

This  published  material  comprises  only  a  small  portion  of 
the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  continental  congress  in 
existence.  In  the  archives  of  the  Department  of  State  at  Wash- 
ington are  deposited  some  two  hundred  folio  volumes  in  manu- 
script, part  of  which  have  never  been  printed,  and  it  has  been 
estimated  that  if  all  the  existing  records  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  continental  congress  were  to  be  printed,  the  result  would  be 
fifty  volumes,  each  of  the  ordinary  public  document  size. 

Contemporary  prints 

Documents.  In  Ford's  "Materials,  etc.",  the  various  printed 
documents,  other  than  the  journals,  have,  for  the  first  time,  been 
collected  and  adequately  recorded. 

Both  the  arrangement  and  the  form  of  entry  may  serve 
very  well  as  a  guide  for  the  cataloger  of  these  papers,  even 
though  the  collection  of  prints  to  be  cataloged  be  ever  so  meager. 
The  arrangement  is  strictly  chronological  by  year,  month  and 
day,  and  the  form  of  entry  is  extended  to  include  every  biblio- 
graphical detal. 

This  chronological  arrangement  under  one  official  author 
suggests  itself  as  the  most  desirable  method  for  those  single 
official  prints  which  are  the  expressions  of  an  administration 
not  yet  developed  into  a  variously  classified  organization.  Such 
an  arrangement,  moreover,  is  not  an  arbitrary  one.  It  is  deter- 
mined by  the  "order  to  print"  date,  the  use  of  which  results  in 
the  selection  of  a  characteristic  common  to  all  these  printed 
single  documents,  and  consequently  secures  a  uniform  treatment 
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by  libraries,  and  establishes  a  firm  basis  upon  which  to  build 
by  purchase  or  exchange.

Journals.  By  referring  either  to  the  Ford  bibliography  or 
to  the  Friedenwald  essay  the  cataloger  will  see  that  the  journals 
of  the  continental  congress  were  issued  currently  both  in  parts 
and  in  bound  volumes  during  the  sessions  of  the  congress.  In 
cataloging  them  the  chronological  arrangement  both  for  the  parts 
and  for  the  volumes  should  be  preserved ;  or  a  reference  may 
be  made  from  their  place  in  the  chronological  arrangement  to 
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the  collective  entry  of  each  of  the  bound  volumes  of  the  journals. 
This  method  would  keep  the  chronology  intact  and  would  also 
allow  the  collective  card  to  serve  as  the  basis  for  the  later  reprint 
editions  of  these  journals.  Of  the  original  edition  of  the  bound 
journals  there  are  thirteen  volumes,  which,  as  they  were  printed 
at  the  end  of  each  year,  bear  a  variety  of  imprints.

THE  CONGRESS   OF  THE   UNITED   STATES 

The  circumstances  governing  the  issue  of  federal  documents 
from  the  ist  to  the  I5th  Congress  make  it  necessary  that  the 
cataloger  should  distinguish  in  his  treatment  of  them,  between 
those  documents  issued  prior  to  1817,  and  those  issued  after 
that  date. 

Documents  Antedating  the  Fifteenth  Congress:  Original  Prints 

All  the  publications  of  the  Senate  and  the  House,  with  the 
exception  of  the  journals  are  included  under  this  general  caption 
of  documents.  A  classification  of  these  early  publications  into 
documents  and  reports  is  not  advisable  for  the  simple  reason 
that  the  distinction  is  not  always  easily  to  be  made,  and  that 
publications  were  issued  at  this  time  which  would  not  legiti- 
mately be  included  in  either  of  the  above  classifications;  for 
instance,  the  quantity  of  motions  which  it  was  the  fashion  for  a 
certain  period  to  print  as  separate  publications.  If  such  a  classi- 
fication were  adopted  the  further  one  of  House  and  Senate  would 
have  to  be  countenanced,  and  a  complicated  arrangement  would 
have  been  contrived,  serving  no  purpose,  necessarily  often  inac- 
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curate  in  its  assumptions,  and  greatly  increasing-  the  difficulty  of 
searching. 

One  feasible  arrangement  suggests  itself  for  these  prints, 
which  like  those  of  the  Continental  Congress,  are  the  expression 
of  an  administration  not  yet  developed  into  a  variously  classified 
organization.  This  arrangement  is  the  strictly  chronological 
one,  determined  by  the  date  of  "order  to  print",  a  characteristic 
common  to  all  these  documents,  the  entry  being  made  under  the 
heading  "United  States.  Congress".  This  method  facilitates 
searching  and  checking,  and,  by  establishing  uniformity  of 
.record,  simplifies  correspondence  and  decreases  chances  of 
duplication. 

These  early  documents  have,  to  a  large  extent,  been  reprinted 
in  the  American  State  Papers,  and  the  originals  are  probably 
preserved  in  the  archives  of  the  government,  so  that  there  is 
practically  none  but  a  bibliographic  interest  attached  to  the  origi- 
nal prints.  It  is  admitted  that  many  of  the  documents  of  a  purely 
routine  nature  are  in  themselves  not  worth  preserving,  except  as 
they  complete  the  record,  but  it  cannot  be  denied  by  those  most 
skeptical  concerning  the  comparative  value  of  these  prints,  that 
many,  particularly  of  those  relating  to  our  home  affairs,  land 
litigation,  etc.,  have  a  distinct  historical  importance,  and,  not  only 
should  they  be  preserved  with  care,  but  it  may  not  be  improbable 
that  local  history  demands  may,  in  the  not  distant  future,  require 
a  reprint  of  some  of  them.  The  Hon.  T.  McA.  Owen  in  his 
recent  bibliography  of  Mississippi  places  this  valuation  upon  a 
certain  federal  document  dated  1809,  relating  to  Mississippi:  "Tt 
contains  many  documents  descriptive  of  local  conditions  and 
settlement  and  is  the  beginning  for  the  history  of  the  country."

Reprints 

The  earliest  of  the  reprints  of  federal  documents  ante-dating 
the  fifteenth  congress  is  the  octavo  series  of  "State  Papers, 
etc."  commonly  spoken  of  as  Wait's  State  Papers.  There  are 
three  editions  of  this  series  all  officially  authorized.  The  first 
two  editions  contain  reprints  of  state  papers  and  public  docu- 
ments from  the  adoption  of  the  federal  constitution  to  the  close 
of  the  thirteenth  congress  in  March,  1815.  The  third  edition 
continues  the  work  from  the  thirteenth  to  the  end  of  the  first 
session  of  the  fifteenth  congress  in  April,  1818.

Gales  and  Seaton  published  a  series  of  documents  called 
American  State  Papers  in  accordance  with  an  Act  of  Congress 
approved  March  2,  1831,  with  a  joint  resolution  of  March  2,  1833, 
and  with  an  Act  of  Congress  of  June  12,  1858.  Twenty-one 
volumes  were  prepared  under  the  provisions  of  the 'first-named 
act  and  under  the  resolution,  and  17  volumes  under  those  of 
the  last  act.  These  volumes  comprise  the  reprints  of  the  most 
important  executive  and  legislative  documents  of  the  United 
States,  selected  with  great  care  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate 
and  the  Clerk  of  the  House  from  the  archives  of  the  two  Houses 
of  Congress  and  from  those  of  the  executive  departments.  These 
volumes  are  divided  into  ten  classes,  according  to  the  subject 
matter,  the  documents  of  each  class  being  arranged  chronologi- 
cally as  follows:

Another  edition  of  the  documents  relating  to  public  lands, 
selected  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  was  published  by  Duff 
Green,  who  was  at  one  time  printer  for  one  or  both  Houses  of 
Congress.  This  edition  is  in  5  volumes  and  is  printed  on  a 
double-column  page,  whereas  all  the  volumes  belonging  to  the 
set  as  scheduled  above  are  printed  with  an  undivided  page. 


Documents  from  the  Fifteenth  Congress  to  Date 

"The  Congress"  is  the  term  used  in  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  to  designate  the  legislative  body  of  the  nation. 
In  popular  usage  and  in  the  later  statutes  this  body  is  called 
"Congress"  without  the  use  of  the  definite  article. 

While  the  continental  congress  and  the  congress  of  the  con- 
federation had  but  a  single  chamber,  a  congress  of  two  chambers, 
elected  for  various  terms  and  by  a  different  constituency,  was 
provided  for  by  the  constitution  of  1789.  The  two  chambers  of 
the  present  congress  are  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives. 
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The  Senate  is  a  body  composed  of  two  members  from  each 
state,  elected  by  the  legislature  of  the  state  for  a  period  of  six 
years.  The  House  of  Representatives  is  a  body  composed  of 
members  elected  for  two  years,  the  number  from  each  state 
being  apportioned  by  law  after  each  census,  and  it  is  based  upon 
representation  by  ratio  of  population.  Territories  are  repre- 
sented by  delegates,  who  have  the  power  to  debate,  but  not  to 
vote,  to  make  motions,  except  to  reconsider,  and  to  act  on  com- 
mittees. The  united  body  for  the  two  years  during  which  the 
representatives  hold  their  seats,  receives  a  numerical  designation 
as  single  congress,  counting  from  the  first  congress.  Thus  the 
senators  and  representatives  sitting  during  the  period  from 
March  4,  1887  to  March  4,  1889,  constituted  the  5Oth  Congress. 

The  publications  of  Congress  are  divided  into  two  series, 
one  being  devoted  to  the  publications  of  the  Senate  and  the  other 
to  the  publication's  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  In  the 
United  States,  congressional  documents  have  always  been  issued 
as  a  series  of  a  numbered  session  of  a  numbered  Congress,  so  that 
by  continued  association  the  number  of  the  Congress  and  that 
of  the  session  have  apparently  assumed  a  closer  relation  to  the 
documents  than  that  which  appears  to  exist  between  them  and 
their  actual  authors,  viz. :  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. 

The  Senate 

The  publications  of  the  Senate  are  of  four  kinds,  viz. : 
Journals,  Executive  Documents,  Miscellaneous  Documents,  and 
Reports  of  Committees.  Beginning  with  the  fifteenth  Congress, 
December,  1817,  at  which  time  they,  for  the  first  time,  received 
a  serial  numbering,  these  publications  of  the  Senate  have  been 
issued  in  series  as  follows  :

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Journal.  The  journal  is  printed  in  accordance  with  para- 
graph 3,  sec.  5,  Art.  i  of  the  constitution,  which  reads :  "Each 
House  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  its  Proceedings,  and,  from  time  to 
time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  Parts  as  may  in  their 
Judgment  require  Secrecy ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  mem- 
bers of  either  House  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  Desire  of  one- 
fifth  of  those  present  be  entered  in  the  Journal". 

The  journal  of  the  Senate  has  been  published  continuously 
since  the  first  session  of  the  first  Congress,  the  journals  of  the 
first  three  sessions  being  in  folio,  the  remainder  in  quarto  or 
octavo  form.  On  May  i,  1820,  the  Senate  ordered  a  reprint  of 
the  journals  from  1789  to  1815.  This  edition  in  five  octavo 
volumes  is  known  as  the  Legislative  Journal  of  the  Senate.  An 
edition  of  the  Senate  journal,  containing  the  proceedings  of  that 
body  in  executive  session  from  1789  to  ^1869  nas  been  printed  and 
published  in  sixteen  volumes.  The  edition  is  known  as  the 
Executive  Journal  of  the  Senate.  Of  the  first  three  volumes, 
covering  the  years  from  1789  to  1829,  and  printed  in  1829,  six 
hundred  copies  were  issued;  of  volumes  four  io  sixteen,  cover- 
ing the  years  from  1829  to  1869,  and  printed  in  1887,  only  one 
hundred  copies  were  issued.  The  journal  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Senate  in  open  session  is  printed  for  each  regular  session  and 
is  distributed  gratuitously  to  depository  libraries,  It  bears  no 
volume  number,  its  sole  serial  numbering  being  that  of  the  ses- 
sion and  Congress. 

For  printed  copies  of  the  Senate  journals  antedating  the 
fifteenth  Congress  it  seems  wisest  to  make  a  full  bibliographic 
entry  for  each  journal,  and  to  adopt  a  strictly  chronological 
arrangement  for  the  whole,  thus :

Documents:  Bound  Volumes 

The  series  of  documents  denominated  Senate  Executive 
Documents  was  begun  in  1847,  with  the  thirtieth  congress. 
For  some  years  preceding  and  succeeding  the  thirtieth  congress 
the  executive  documents  of  both  the  Senate  and  the  House 
included  the  annual  message  of  the  President  and  the  accom- 
panying documents.  This  custom  arose  from  the  fact  that 
the  two  bodies  employed  different  printers.  To  avoid  par- 
tiality in  patronage  the  annual  reports  were  printed  by  both 
Houses.  The  establishment  of  the  Government  Printing  Office 
in  1852  removed  this  embarrassment.  Now  the  annual  reports 
of  the  cabinet  officers  appear  only  in  the  executive  documents 
of  the  House.  A  few  annual  reports  of  independent  bureaus 
continued  to  be  issued  by  the  Senate  and  House  alternately, 
but  gradually  the  distinction  between  the  two  has  become  more 
clearly  defined,  until  now  the  custom  of  printing  annual  reports

in  the  series  of  House  documents  can  be  said  to  be  almost 
uniform. 

The  executive  documents  of  the  Senate  are  numbered  and 
volumed  consecutively  for  each  session  of  each  congress.  In 
bound  form  they  are  distributed  gratuitously  to  designated 
depository  libraries. 

Of  late  years  the  bound  volumes  have  been  issued  already 
labeled  with  the  serial  number,  i.  e.,  that  number  appertaining 
to  a  volume  as  a  part  of  the  whole  series  from  the  beginning 
of  the  present  arrangement,  or  the  first  session  of  the  fifteenth 
congress. 

Ordinarily  these  documents,  as  is  the  case  with  all  bound 
congressional  documents,  are  cataloged  under  the  word  congress, 
or  a  variant1,  with  a  chronological  sub-arrangement  by  congress 
and  session ;  or  under  the  word  congress,  with  a  sub-arrangement 
under  the  two  bodies  of  congress,  and  a  third,  or  chronological 
arrangement,  by  congress  and  session  thus:

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Both  of  these  methods  are  the  result  of  the  intimate 
association  in  the  United  States  of  these  documents  with  the 
congress  and  session  rather  than  with  the  House  from  which 
they  emanate.  That  this  is  only  a  matter  of  custom  here  may 
be  illustrated  by  the  method  of  designation  in  other  countries 
issuing  sets  of  numbered  documents.  In  Great  Britain  or 
France,  for  instance,  the  reference  to  parliament  and  session 
would  be  meaningless.  Furthermore,  the  absence,  in  the  old 
days  when  the  early  congressional  documents  were  first  dis- 
tributed to  libraries,  of  any  library  record  save  that  of  the  catalog, 
invited  librarians  to  combine  in  this  record  the  purpose  served 
by  the  shelf-list  of  today,  and  by  the  document  check-list,  which 
was  not  then  in  existence.  And,  too,  the  attention  of  librarians 
may  have  been  distracted  from  a  more  economical  entry  of  con- 
gressional documents  than  the  one  commonly  used,  by  the  fixed 
arrangement  of  the  documents  on  the  shelves  by  congress  and 
session. 

There  are,  then,  two  considerations,  viz.:  the  force  of  habit 
and  the  desirability  of  conciseness.  Any  statement  illustrating 
either,  or  both,  of  these  considerations,  must  be  modified  by  the 
state  of  completeness  or  incompleteness  of  the  collection  to  which 
it  is  applied. 

Bound  volumes  of  documents  ante-dating  the  fifteenth  con- 
gress must  be  exempt  from  consideration  here.  There  is  no 
uniformity  in  the  make-up  of  these  volumes,  they  are  variously 
back-titled,  and  they  can  therefore  not  be  cataloged  as  volumes 
with  reliability,  although  they  may  be  bound  with  a  volume 
number.  Suggestions  for  cataloging  these  early  documents  will 
be  found  on  p.  14-17. 

The  larger  libraries  and  the  older  depository  libraries  have 
a  more  or  less  complete  file  of  the  bound  documents  from  the 
fifteenth  congress  to  date.  The  newer  depository  libraries  have 
complete  sets  from  the  date  of  their  designation,  and  almost 
every  library,  no  matter  how  small,  has  some  sort  of  a  collection 
of  bound  volumes  of  government  documents.  It  is  to  enable 
these  several  libraries  to  catalog  the  bound  series  of  congres- 
sional documents,  or  such  portion  of  it  as  they  may  have,  in  a 
manner  at  once  as  brief  and  as  accurate  as  possible,  that  the 
following  forms  are  submitted. 
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Two  concessions,  one  of  which  must  be  made  in  cataloging 
this  series,  have  been  alluded  to,  viz. :  the  force  of  habit,  and 
the  desirability  of  conciseness.  In  the  event  of  the  former 
concession  being  made,  the  entry  is  under  United  States  Con- 
gress, with  a  chronological  sub-arrangement  by  congress  and 
session  for  the  Senate,  and  the  same  duplicated  for  the  House.

These  forms,  as  is  apparent,  presuppose  complete  sets.  Even 
where  a  comparatively  small  number  of  the  volumes  are  missing 
from  the  set  it  seems  cheaper  and  quite  as  satisfactory  to  make 
such  an  inclusive  entry,  and  to  add  a  "want"  note  to  the  card, 
than  to  extend  the  series  in  the  old  way  as  shown  on  p.  24. 
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This  method,  however,  is  plainly  not  practicable  for  those 
libraries  having  only  occasional  volumes.  Such  libraries  may 
adopt  a  method  combining  the  advantages  of  the  check-list  form 
with  the  brevity  possible  in  libraries  having  full  sets,  as  follows :

The  last  form  might  also  be  adopted  by  the  larger  libraries 
for  the  current  sessions  of  congress,  or  for  those  sessions  whose 
issues  are  not  yet  completed,  but  which,  as  soon  as  completed, 
should  be  canceled  from  this  temporary  card,  and  added  to  the 
permanent  card. 

No  analysis  is  advised  on  these  cards  of  the  contents  of  the 
volumes.  If,  for  any  reason,  the  analysis  of  a  single  document 
included  in  any  of  these  volumes  other  than  an  annual  report,  is 
desired,  the  analytical  may  be  modeled  upon  the  forms  given 
later  on. 

The  analysis  of  annual  reports,  as  they  appear  in  the  bound 
series  of  congressional  documents,  will  be  explained  under  the 
heading  devoted  to  the  publications  of  the  executive  body. 

The  second  concession,  namely  to  the  desirability  of  con- 
ciseness in  cataloging  the  bound  series  of  documents,  is  gained 
by  adopting  the  last  form  as  given  on  p.  27,  but  abandoning  the 
word  congress.  This  divides  the  series  in  the  catalog,  and 
therefore  it  may  not  appeal  to  as  many  catalogers  as  does  the 
form  from  which  it  makes  the  least  variation,  viz. :  preserving  the 
arrangement  under  "congress".  It  has,  however,  the  advantage 
of  bringing  together  t)ie  bound  and  the  unbound  documents  of 
both  Houses,  and  of  keeping  the  reprints  with  the  originals. 

Documents :    Unbound 

The  examples  cited  below  are  all  chosen  from  the  documents 
issued  since  the  consolidation  of  executive  and  miscellaneous 
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documents  into  one  series.  In  the  Senate  the  distinction  between 
these  two  series  was  never  very  well  defined,  and  it  was  by  no 
means  as  rigid  as  the  distinction  between  the  same  two  series 
of  House  publications.  The  miscellaneous  documents  generally 
may  be  said  to  comprise  all  documents  presented  in  answer  to 
special  inquiry,  all  documents  the  result  of  current  financial, 
political  or  other  controversy,  and,  in  short,  all  documents  which 
cannot  with  propriety  be  included  in  the  executive  documents  or 
committee  reports. 

Individual  documents  for  the  Senate  as  well  as  for  the 
House,  do  not,  as  do  the  reports,  continue  their  numbering 
throughout  the  congress,  but  they  begin  a  new  numbering  with 
each  session  of  congress.  In  giving  the  serial  reference  it  be- 
comes necessary,  therefore,  to  add  the  session  number  to  the 
document  and  the  congress  number. 

Documents  ante-dating  the  fifteenth  congress  require  a 
special  treatment,  and  are  considered  on  p.  14-17.

There  are  four  committees  of  the  two  Houses  established 
by  law  or  rule,  which  are  styled  joint  committees.  They  each 
consist  of  two  practically  separate  and  distinct  committees  which 
act  independently  of  each  other  in  respect  to  the  legislative  busi- 
ness of  their  respective  Houses.  They  have,  however,  joint 
supervision  and  control  of  certain  public  works  and  institutions, 
such  as  the  Library  of  Congress,  Public  Printing,  etc.

The  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  was  established  as  a  joint 
committee  by  the  joint  rules  formerly  in  force.  The  members 
examine  and  correct  enrolled  bills  originating,  respectively,  in 
their  own  House.  All  reports  from  this  committee  are  made 
exclusively  to  the  House  of  Representatives  where  the  enrolled 
bill  is  signed  first  by  the  speaker,  and  thence  transmitted  by  the 
clerk  to  the  Senate  for  the  signature  of  the  Vice  President. 

A  conference  committee,  under  the  usage,  consists  of  three 
members  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  respectively.  On  occasions 
of  measures  of  unusual  importance  a  greater  number  of  con- 
ferees is  sometimes  appointed  by  each  House. 

A  committee  of  conference  is  practically  two  distinct  com- 
mittees, each  of  which  acts  by  a  majority. 

It  is  on  the  occasion  of  amendments  between  the  Houses  that 
conferences  are  usually  asked ;  but  they  may  be  asked  in  all 
cases  of  difference  of  opinion  between  the  two  Houses  on  mat- 
ters pending  between  them. 

Accompanying  every  report  of  a  committee  of  conference 
there  must  be  a  detailed  statement  sufficiently  explicit  to  inform 
the  House  and  Senate  what  effect  such  amendments  or  proposi- 
tions shall  have  upon  the  measures  to  which  they  relate. 

Where  a  conference  committee  is  unable  to  agree,  that  fact 
is  reported,  and  another  committee  is  usually  asked  for  and 
appointed.  So,  too,  when  exception  is  taken  to  a  report,  another 
conference  usually  takes  place.  The  meetings  of  a  conference 
committee  are  not  public. 

A  committee  of  either  House  appointed  to  consider  and  to 
report  on  a  particular  subject,  is  a  special  committe. 

A  committee  of  the  whole  is  a  committee  of  a  legislative 
body  consisting  of  all  the  members  sitting  in  a  deliberative 
rather  than  a  legislative  character,  for  formal  consultation  and 
preliminary  consideration  of  matters  awaiting  legislative  action. 
A  special  presiding  officer  is  usually  appointed  for  the  occasion, 
and  parliamentary  and  standing  rules  may  be  less  rigidly 
enforced. 
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Committee  Reports:  Bound  Volumes 

In  cataloging  bound  volumes  of  committee  reports  the  same 
procedure  is  recommended  as  that  already  suggested  (pp.  23-28) 
for  bound  volumes  of  documents. 


Committee  Reports:  Unbound 

Individual  committee  reports  do  not  generally  find  their 
way  to  library  shelves.  They  are  not  distributed  in  this  form 
except  to  members  of  Congress  and,  to  a  certain  extent  only,  to 
private  individuals  upon  special  request. 

A  committee  report  of  the  Senate  is  made  by  some  one  of  the 
committees  defined  above,  and,  as  a  rule,  it  accompanies  a  bill 
referred  to  it  for  consideration.  A  committee  report  is  either 
favorable  (see  d  p.  40),  favorable  on  condition  of  amendment 
(see  c  p.  39),  or  adverse  to  the  measure  reported  upon  (see  b 
p.  38).  Sometimes  an  indication  of  the  subject  matter  of  the 
report  is  given  in  the  caption  of  the  report,  and  again  the  caption 
may  be  simply  the  name  of  the  body  from  which  the  report 
emanates.  (See  a  and  b  p.  37,  38).  The  name  of  the  member  sub- 
mitting the  report  is  always  given,  but  is  not  used  in  cataloging. 
The  document  is  the  report  of  a  committee,  and  it  is  to  'this  body 
that  authorsMp  should  be  assigned,  instead  of  crediting  iits 
spokesman,  usually  the  chairman,  with  the  authorship. 

The  date  of  the  report  is  always  given  on  the  line  succeeding 
the  caption,  and  should  be  included  on  the  card  entry.  Unless  a 
report  is  very  voluminous  there  is  no  title  page.  Pagination 
and  size  should  be  given  as  usual.  The  number  of  the  report 
and  the  number  of  the  Congress  should  be  given,  with  the  option 
of  adding  the  number  of  the  volume  in  the  collected  reports 
which  includes  a  given  individual  report.  (See  b  p.  38.) 

The  calendar  number  frequently  inserted  on  committee  re- 
ports may  be  disregarded  in  cataloging.  It  has  reference  to 
administrative  routine.  (See  a,  c,  d  p.  37,  39,  40.)  These,  then,  are 
the  essential  points  which  it  is  necessary  to  embody  in  a  catalog 
entry  of  a  single  committee  report  in  order  to  make  it  a  correct 
cataloging  record  of  the  report.

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The  inversion  of  the  names  of  committees  has  been  adopted 
in  the  Document  Catalog,  and  is  used  there  for  the  names  of 
bureaus  and  departments  as  well.  By  means  of  inversion,  con- 
gestion under  such  words  as  committee,  board,  bureau,  com- 
mission, etc.  is  avoided,  and  it  is  believed  the  use  of  the  catalog 
is  much  simplified  thereby.  The  practice  of  inversion  is  now 
admitted  to  be  in  vogue  in  most  American  catalogs.1 

Although  it  has  been  protested  against  by  purists,  this  inno- 
vation of  mere  inversion  is  by  no  means  so  sweeping  as  is  the 
collocation  of  the  titles  of  Acts  of  Parliament  adopted  in  England 
long  ago.  There,  for  instance,  the  concatenation  "An  Act 
further  to  amend  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Representation  of  the 
People  in  England  and  Wales"  is  resolved  into  "Representation 
of  People  Act",  and  is  so  used  in  every  official  reference  to  the 
act.  In  the  United  States,  on  the  contrary,  the  longer  title  is 
still  in  use,  and  while  we  may  make  verbal  use  of  popular  forms, 
as  for  instance  Sundry  Civil  Bill,  these  forms  are  never  used  as 
official  titles. 

The  cases  where  there  is  a  committee  of  the  same  name  in 
both  Houses  of  Congress  are  so  few  that  it  does  not  seem 
necessary  to  distinguish  them  by  bracketing  Senate  or  House 
after  the  name  of  the  committee,  particularly  when  it  is  remem- 
bered that  the  reference  after  the  title  clearly  indicates  from 
which  House  a  given  report  emanates. 

The  House  of  Representatives 

The  publications  of  the  House,  like  those  of  the  Senate, 
are  of  four  kinds,  viz. :  the  Journal,  Executive  documents,  Mis- 
cellaneous documents,  and  Reports  of  committee. 

The  documents  of  the  House  of  Representatives  first  re- 
ceived a  serial  numbering  beginning  with  the  thirteenth  congress, 
in  1813.  During  this  and  the  fourteenth  congress  the  volume 
numbering  however,  was  very  capricious  and  it  cannot  be  relied 
upon  with  safety.  Nor  is  this  numbering  securely  established 
until  at  least  the  beginning  of  the  seventeenth  congress.  Begin- 
ning with  the  fifteenth  congress,  December,  1817,  these  publi- 
cations of  the  House  have  been  issued  regularly  in  series  as 
follows :

Journal.  The  journal  of  the  House  is  printed  in  accordance 
with  paragraph  3,  sec.  5,  Art.  I  of  the  Constitution,  which  reads : 
"Each  House  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  its  Proceedings,  and  from 
time  to  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  Parts  as  may  in 
their  judgment  require  Secrecy  ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the 
members  of  either  House  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  Desire  of 
one-fifth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal." 

The  journal  of  the  House  has  been  published  continuously 
since  the  first  session  of  the  first  congress,  the  journals  for  the 
first  two  sessions  being  in  folio,  the  remainder  in  quarto  and 
octavo  form.  A  reprint  of  the  House  journal  of  the  first  thir- 
teen congresses  was  published  by  Gales  and  Seaton  in  1826  in 
nine  volumes.  The  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  House  in 
open  session  is  printed  for  each  regular  session  and  is  distributed 
gratuitously  to  all  depository  libraries.  It  bears  no  volume 
number,  its  sole  serial  numbering  being  that  of  the  congress  and 
session. 

The  method  of  procedure  in  cataloging  House  journals  is 
identical  with  that  suggested  for  Senate  journals,  on  pp.  21-23. 

Documents.  The  general  descriptive  note,  and  the  illustra- 
tions of  catalog  entries  relating  to  bound  volumes  and  unbound 
documents  of  the  Senate  on  pp.  23-33  are  equally  applicable 
to  the  executive  and  miscellaneous  documents  of  the  House  of 
Representatives.

Where  the  committee  have  risen  for  want  of  a  quorum, 
instead  of  "have  directed  me  to  report",  find  "having  found  itself 
without  a  quorum,  I  caused  the  roll  to  be  called,  and  herewith 
report  the  names  of  the  absentees  to  the  House". 

The  general  descriptive  note,  and  the  illustrations  of  catalog 
entries-  relating  to  bound  volumes  and  to  unbound  reports  of  the 
Senate  on  pp.  33-41  are  equally  applicable  to  the  reports  of 
the  House  of  Representatives. 
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COMMONWEALTHS 

The  construction  of  the  American  commonwealths  as  pub- 
lishing bodies  resembles  in  most  respects  that  of  the  federal 
government  as  a  publishing  body.  In  the  case  of  the  original 
thirteen  states  there  is  the  same  transition  from  an  established, 
but  unorganized,  government  to  an  organized  government  that 
was  found  to  be  the  case  in  the  succession  of  the  federal  govern- 
ment to  the  continental  congress.  As  publishing  bodies  terri- 
torial governments  do  not  differ  from  state  governments. 


COLONIAL 

Original  Prints 

Publications  of  unorganized  states,  called  variously  colonies, 
provinces,  etc.,  are  confined  to  laws,  journals,  proclamations, 
addresses,  etc.  In  outward  form  they  may  be  either  in  manu- 
script, original  print,  or  reprints.  At  present  we  have  no  code, 
either  for  the  care  of,  or  for  the  preparation  of,  records  of  manu- 
script archives.  Some  American  libraries  having  extensive 
deposits  of  manuscripts  have  issued  calendars  of  a  whole  or  a 
part  of  the  collection,  notably  the  recent  "Calendar  of  Washing- 
ton manuscripts  in  the  Library  of  Congress",  the  calendars  issued 
by  the  Bureau  of  Rolls  and  Library,  the  lists  in  the  Bulletins  of 
the  New  York  Public  Library,  and  the  calendars  of  the  New 
York  State  Library.  Of  adequate  records  of  colonial  official 
manuscript  archives  the  beginning  is  yet  to  be  made. 

Records  of  original  prints  of  early  American  official  papers 
are  fairly  numerous,  sufficiently  so  to  enable  the  cataloger  to 
formulate  a  method  of  his  own,  pending  the  promulgation  of 
accepted  forms,  which  shall  include  all  the  attendant  concerns  of 
paper,  type,  watermarks,  etc.,  etc.  As  models  there  may  be 
cited  the  catalog  of  the  Tower  collection  of  colonial  laws  now 
deposited  in  the  library  of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Society, 
the  catalog  of  Connecticut  laws,  prepared  by  Mr.  A.  C.  Bates 
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and  issued  as  a  publication  of  the  Acorn  Club,  and  the  entries  of 
official  colonial  prints  in  the  Hildeburn  list.  While  each  of  these 
publications  is  of  exceptional  bibliographic  excellence,  there  are 
details  in  each  which  are  peculiar  to  that  publication,  and  all  of 
them  may  be  studied  with  profit. 

The  arrangement  of  the  cards  representing  prints  antedating 
the  organized  government  of  a  commonwealth,  should  be  the 
chronological  arrangement  advocated  for  corresponding  prints 
of  the  federal  government.  The  two  arrangements  under  a  state, 
viz.,  the  pre-organic  or  colonial,  and  the  organic  or  state,  should 
be  separated  by  guide  cards ;  thus,  a  main  guide  card,  bearing 
the  name  of  the  state  on  the  central  projection,  should  be  followed 
by  a  secondary  guide  card  for  the  pre-organic  period  bearing 
the  word  "colonial"  on  the  left  end  projection,  and  this  by 
another  guide  card  bearing  the  word  "state"  on  the  right  end 
projection.  On  the  main  guide  card,  bearing  the  name  of  the 
state  on  the  central  projection,  should  be  given  the  date  of  the 
foundation  of  the  colonial  government,  its  termination,  and  the 
date  of  the  beginning  of  statehood.  Immediately  following  the 
main  guide  card  is  the  "colonial"  guide  card,  between  which 
and  the  "state"  guide  card  are  the  cards  for  the  original  prints 
of  the  colonial  government  in  strictly  chronological  order.  The 
last  card  in  the  colonial  file  may  be  a  notice  card  with  a  legend 
something  like  this :  "On  [date  and  name  of  colony]  ratified  the 
constitution  and  assumed  independent  government.  Cards  for 
prints  after  this  date  may  be  found  under  'state'."

Reprints 

Many  of  the  states  having  a  colonial  existence  have  reprinted 
the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  colonial  legislatures.  These 
reprints  have  either  been  issued  as  an  independent  series  by 
authority  of  the  legislative  body,  as  "The  Virginia  State  Papers", 
or  they  may  form  part  of  the  state  historical  society's  collections, 
as  "The  Maryland  Archives".  Whatever  the  source  of  publica- 
tion maj'  be,  the  record  of  the  reprints  of  the  original  papers 
should  be  found  in  the  catalog  together  with  the  record  of  the 
original  prints.  Records  of  reprints  of  a  single  document  of  the 
pre-organic  period  may  be  filed  in  the  chronological  arrangement 
with  the  record  of  the  original  print.  Records  of  collections  of 
reprints  of  documents  of  the  pre-organic  period  may  be  filed 
immediately  after  "colonial"  guide  card,  and  separated  from  it 
by  a  guide  card  bearing  the  word  "collections"  or  "reprints", 
followed  by  a  guide  card  announcing  the  beginning  of  the  file  of 
single  prints.  For  a  list  of  those  states  which  have  reprinted 
their  colonial  records  see  Channing  and  Hart's  Guide  to  Ameri- 
can History,  §  29,  p.  107.

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STATES 
Journals  and  Documents 

In  the  American  commonwealths  the  name  of  the  supreme 
legislative  body  varies,  being  known  as  legislature,  general 
assembly,  general  court,  etc.  Each  state  legislative  body  is 
divided  into  two  branches,  most  commonly  named  senate  and 
house  of  representatives.  The  sessions  of  these  legislative 
branches  are  either  regularly  semi-annual,  annual  or  biennial, 
with  irregular  intermediate  sessions,  which  may  be  extra,  called 
or  adjourned.  The  record  of  the  proceedings  during  these 
sessions  is  published  in  a  document  called  a  journal,  and  issued 
by  each  branch  of  the  legislature.  In  most  states  this  journal 
is  complemented  by  a  set  of  collected  documents  containing  the 
reports  of  the  executive  officers,  of  the  committees,  of  commis- 
sions, etc.  Some  states,  notably  Pennsylvania  and  Massachu- 
setts, have  published  two  sets  of  these  collected  documents,  one 
confined  to  the  reports  of  the  executive  officers,  and  the  other 
to  bills,  reports  and  similar  legislative  documents.  This  practice 
was  probably  fashioned  after  the  practice  of  the  federal  govern- 
ment in  issuing  its  executive  and  miscellaneous  documents ;  but, 
as  'is  the  case  in  the  federal  government,  there  is  apparent  a 
decided  tendency  in  the  states  towards  a  centralization  of  the 
publishing  of  these  collected  files  of  documents. 

In  cataloging  the  journals  and  documents  of  state  legisla- 
tures it  is  hardly  sufficient  to  make  an  inclusive  entry,  because, 
in  the  absence  of  checklists,  of  the  uncertainty  of  determining 
the  possession  or  non-possession  of  journals  and  documents  of 
.the  irregular  sessions,  and  of  the  impossibility  of  definitely  indi- 
cating the  condition  of  the  library's  files  on  the  ordinary  ruled 
card.  The  compiler  has  derived  some  satisfaction  from  the  use 
of  a  specially  ruled  card  for  journals  and  documents,  as  follows :

This  fraction  of  a  checklist  is  offered,  not  as  a  final  pro- 
duction, but  as  a  suggestion,  quite  amenable  to  influence,  for  a 
basis  upon  which  checklists  of  state  documents  might  be 
patterned.  In  those  instances  where  it  has  been  practicable  to 
assign  serial  numbers,  this  has  been  done,  notably  in  the  case  of 
California,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Indiana.  The  adoption 
of  serial  numbers  for  state  documents  involves  the  keeping  of 
them  in  a  chronologic  order,  and  not,  as  is  most  common,  in  a 
grouped  arrangement  of  Senate  Journals,  House  Journals  and 
Documents  respectively.  The  use  of  serial  numbers  on  state 
documents  was  suggested  by  Mr.  W.  E.  Foster,  librarian  of  the 
Providence  Public  Library.

Legislative  Body 

The  meeting  of  the  first  legislative  body,  "the  corte",  was 
held  at  Newtown  (Hartford),  April  26,  1636.  During  this  year 
the  court,  comprised  of  two  magistrates  from  each  of  the  towns 
of  Newtown  (Hartford),  Watertown  (Wethersfield),  and  Dor- 
chester (Windsor),  met  at  each  of  these  towns  in  turn.  The 
legislature  was  not  called  General  Court  until  1637,  when,  in 
addition  to  the  six  magistrates,  there  were  present  nine  com- 
mittees or  deputies,  three  from  each  town.  The  constitution  of 
1639  did  not  alter  the  construction  of  the  legislative  body,  except 
to  increase  the  number  of  deputies.  The  charter  of  1662  vested 
the  legislative  power  in  a  governor,  lieutenant  governor  and 
twelve  assistants,  jointly  still  styled  the  General  Court.  The 
General  Court  of  i675f  ordered  that  the  governor,  lieutenant 
governor  and  assistants  should  be  a  council  to  act  for  the  com- 
monwealth during  the  recesses  of  the  court.  The  General  Court 
of  1698  ordered  that  the  council  and  the  deputies  should  sit  as

In  1682  the  territory  now  the  state  of  Delaware  was 
enfeoffed  by  the  Duke  of  York  for  an  annual  rent  to  William 
Penn.  From  1682  to  1701  the  governors  were  appointed  by  Penn 
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for  Pennsylvania  and  "The  Territories"  together.  From  1704 
Delaware  had  its  own  council.  A  state  constitution  was  formed 
in  the  convention  which  met  at  New  Castle  August  27,  1776. 
The  name  of  the  colony,  which  had  been  "The  Counties  of  New 
Castle,  Kent  and  Sussex  upon  Delaware",  was,  by  the  constitu- 
tion of  1776,  changed  to  The  Delaware  State,  and  again,  by  the 
constitution  of  1792,  to  its  present  form,  viz.,  The  State  of 
Delaware.

From  June  9,  1732  to  April  15,  1741  the  entire  administrative 
power  was  vested  in  the  governor;  on  April  15,  1741,  the  common 
council  ordered  the  division  of  the  colony  into  two  counties, 
Savannah  and  Darien,  each  of  which  was  to  be  administered  by 
a  president  and  four  assistants.  These  officers  met  and  first 
took  upon  themselves  the  duties  of  the  new  government  on  Oct. 
12,  1741.  The  governor  still  exercised  supreme  control.  In 
May,  1743  the  provision  dividing  the  colony  into  two  counties 
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was  revoked,  and  the  government  was  consolidated  into  one  body 
politic,  the  officers  of  the  county  of  Savannah  being  appointed 
president  and  assistants  for  the  whole  colony.  On  March  14, 
1750,  a  plan  for  the  establishment  of  an  annual  representative 
assembly,  to  be  held  in  Savannah,  was  submitted  to  the  common 
council.  The  plan  as  proposed  became  the  law  of  the  trustees  on 
March  27,  1750,  and  the  first  assembly  was  called  to  sit  on  the 
1 5th  of  January,  1751.  The  common  council  met  for  the  last 
time  on  April  29,  1752,  and  the  trustees  on  June  23,  1752,  when 
the  charter  was  surrendered.

First  Book  Printed  in  Louisiana :  "The  first  book  printed  in  Louisiana  of  which 
we  have  any  record  is  without  a  title  page,  and  contains  the  Ordinances 
of  Governor  O'Reilly,  in  a  small  quarto  volume  of  32  pages.  These  ordi- 
nances were  promulgated  under  date  of  Nov.  25,  1769.  The  book  was 
probably  printed  by  Braud.  Translated  the  title  runs  :  "Don  Alexander 
O'Reilly,  Commander  of  Benfayou,  of  the  Order  of  Alcantara,  Lieutenant 
General  of  the  Armies  of  his  Majesty  and  Inspector  General  of  the  In- 
fantry, and,  by  commission,  Governor  and  Captain-General  of  the  Province 
of  Louisiana."

The  collected  documents  of  Maine  are  comprised  in  three 
series,  viz.,  Council  documents,  Public  documents,  and  Legis- 
lative documents.  The  council  documents  are  the  annual  reports 
of  the  executive  officers,  and  cover  the  years  1827-1831.  They 
have  been  collected  by  the  secretary  of  state  and  bound  into 
volumes,  without  title  page,  1828-1832.  The  council  was  a  body 
of  seven  persons  chosen  annually  to  advise  the  governor  in  the 
executive  part  of  the  government.  (Const.,  1820.  art.  $.)  In 
1833  the  legislature  directed  that  twenty  copies  of  every  docu- 
ment printed  by  order  of  either  Senate  or  House  be  preserved 
and  bound  for  the  use  of  the  legislature.  This  provision  inaugu- 
rated the  publication  of  the  "Public  Documents",  issued  since 
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1833-  The  series  contains  the  annual  executive  reports,  Maine 
register,  legislative  manual,  etc.,  and,  until  1867,  the  legislative 
documents.  In  1868  was  begun  the  series  called  Legislative 
Documents,  containing  bills,  resolves,  committee  reports,  etc.

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MUNICIPALITIES 

Bearing  in  mind  always  the  administrative  construction  of 
the  official  publishing  body,  it  is  not  so  difficult  to  realize  what 
the  publications  should  be,  nor  is  it,  in  the  main,  in  the  case  of 
the  commonwealth,  an  insurmountable  difficulty  to  determine 
what  they  are.  This  confidence  is,  however,  quickly  undermined 
when  applied  to  the  collecting  of  municipal  documents.  In  the 
commonwealths  the  collector  can  make  a  fair  trace  by  means  of 
the  journals,  but,  with  very  rare  exceptions,  even  this  is  lacking 
in  the  cities.  The  collector  can  only  begin  by  ascertaining  the 
inception  of  corporate  existence,  and,  from  the  successive  char- 
ters and  ordinances,  the  establishment  of  the  various  city  offices. 

The  city  documents  corresponding  to  the  legislative  publi- 
cations of  the  states  vary  in  character  quite  as  much  as  the  desig- 
nations of  the  body  from  which  they  emanate.  The  majority  of 
municipal  legislative  bodies  are  single  chambered,  and  in  the 
younger  cities  the  body  is  usually  styled  council,  or  a  variant,  as 
city  council,  common  council,  etc.,  and  its  publications  are  called 
journals  or  proceedings.  Some  cities  publish  only  the  proceed- 
ings of  its  legislative  body,  without  a  supplementary  series  of 
executive  reports,  as  New  York  city;  others  publish  both  legis- 
lative proceedings  and  annual  reports,  as  St.  Louis;  still  others 
do  not  publish  the  proceedings,  but  publish  only  the  annual  re- 
ports, as  San  Francisco.  The  proceedings  are  sessional  publica- 
tions, while  the  annual  reports  cover  the  period  of  the  fiscal  year 
of  the  city.  The  changes  of  publication  periods  vary  much  more 
frequently  in  the  case  of  cities  than  in  either  of  the  two  larger 
administrations.  This  results,  naturally,  in  a  more  complicated 
collation.  If,  therefore,  a  tabulated  card  is  useful  in  the  case  of 
state  journals  and  documents,  it  is  necessary  in  the  case  of  city 
proceedings  and  reports. 

Many  of  the  New  Hampshire  and  Massachusetts  towns  have 
adopted  a  serial  numbering  for  their  reports.  Wherever  the 
commencement  of  a  report  series  can  be  determined,  either  by 
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means  of  such  a  numbering-,  or  equally  definite  means,  the  com- 
piler makes  use  of  a  tabulated  card,  such  as  is  shown  below  for 
the  St.  Louis  mayor's  message  and  accompanying  documents. 

Up  to  this  time  Boston  is  the  only  city  which  has  published 
an  index  to  its  publications,  the  last  edition  having  been  issued 
in  1891.  Many  of  the  New  England  cities  have  printed  early 
town  records,  and  Boston  has  established  a  record  commission. 
The  New  York  Public  Library  has,  in  its  Bulletin,  published  a 
list  of  those  documents  of  New  York  City  and  of  Brooklyn  which 
are  contained  in  that  library.  Ernst's  Constitutional  history  of 
Boston  is  perhaps  at  present  the  best  example  of  a  monograph 
on  an  individual  municipal  administration.  The  following  are 
a  few  examples  showing  variation  in  the  naming  of  city  legisla- 
tive bodies.
